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The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington. — Som e people, including 
John L. Lewis, seem to have forgotten his 
all-too-fam iliar refrain: “No contract, no 
work.” 
For today, 
John 
L. and the miners are do­ 
ing 
what 
they 
vow ed 
could not be done in the 
past. 
They have no con­ 
tract, yet they are w ork­ 
ing. 
There is a secret but e x ­ 
cellent reason for this. 
John L. is not above 
m aking a deal with the 
m ine owners, and he has 
Pearson 
m ade one now'. It was no 
accident that he recently declared that the 
coal industry needed a czar. In fact, such a 
czar has been agreed upon by Lewis and 
the northern operators. 
He is George Moses of the Frick company. 
And after his appointment is formally 
announced, the m ine workers will get eith­ 
er a raise or an increase in the welfare 
fund. This has been agreed upon in ad­ 
vance, and that is the reason John L. is v i­ 
olating his old adage: 
“No 
contract, 
no 
work.” 
Note— The justice department is in ves­ 
tigating another angle of L ew is’s coopera­ 
tion with the mine ow ners— the three-day 
week. 
For the m ine owners to declare a 
three-day week would be a violation of the 
anti-trust laws, but since labor unions are 
im mune from the anti-trust laws, it is sus­ 
pected that Lewis has put the three-day 
w eek across for the operators. 
WALL STREET’S BONER 
It was not Ben Fairless w ho really dic­ 
tated U. S. Steel policy regarding the strike 
— but Wall Street. 
The J. P. Morgan firm, which finances 
U. S. Steel, dictated every m ove from b ack­ 
stage, with Enders Voorhees, chairman of 
the finance committee, acting as chief dic­ 
tator. 
The J. P. Morgan boys even dictated the 
telegram which Ben Fairless sent the White 
House. The w ire w as written in N ew York 
and phoned to Pittsburgh. All Fairless did 
w as sign his name. 
It was this remote Wall Street control 
that caused U. S. Steel to m ake one of the 
i most stupid blunders in the entire negotia­ 
tion. The Wall Streeters did not realize that 
the union wanted no strike, that Phil M ur­ 
ray might have difficulty obtaining a fa v ­ 
orable strike vote. 
But when U. S. Steel sent its first abrupt 
(telegram to Truman turning down a fact­ 
finding board and dem anding action under 
the Taft-Hartley act, 
it sw ung the steel­ 
workers overw helm ingly in 
favor 
of 
a 
strike. Later, U. S. Steel had to reverse its 
position. 
BRITISH A N D A BOMB 
Real fact about the British atomic-bom b 
j negotiations is that Britain has never had 
I any A-bom bs stored on her territory. Tw o 
• years ago it w as planned to send six bombs 
I to Scotland without the trigger mechanism s 
— the most secret part of the bomb 
and 
without which it cannot explode. 
However, publication of the plans to ship 
j the bombs brought a flood of protests and 
i the shipment was called off. 
M eanwhile w e have received the lion’s 
share of uranium from the Belgian Congo, 
j with Britain getting only a drivel. Natural- 


1 Iv this has rankled. 
j 
Furthermore, the British stopped w ork ­ 
i n g on the A-bom b w hen w e started joint 
j development during the war. They gave all 
their know -how to us, and w ere working 
with American scientists w hen the first 
bomb w as exploded. 
Since January 1918, however, w e have 
not been exchanging military atomic secrets 
w ith the British— only information about 
peacetim e uses of atomic energy. The Brit­ 
ish now reali7.e— as do our scientists— that 
peacetime uses of atomic energy are IO or 
15 years off. and its main current im port­ 
ance is military. Consequently they w ant to 
develop the atomic bomb, and have notified 
I us that they want their share of Belgian 
(uranium when the Belgian agreement e x ­ 
pires shortly. 
BRITISH CONTROL URANIUM 
Uranium is still one of the scarcest metals 
in 
tile 
world. 
The Russians have been 
searching frantically for it, have German 
slave labor combing Southern Germany. 
The British, m eanwhile, are blessed with 
a virtual monopoly 
of 
uranium, 
first 
through Canada, second through their fi­ 
nancial and political hold 
over 
Belgium. 
The British claim they’ve made consider­ 
able progress in making 
the 
A-bomb, 
though they still probably lack the secret 
trigger mechanism. 
President Truman, in outlining the Brit­ 
ish position at the secret Blair House m eet­ 
ing last week, was sympathetic. He felt that 
national pride was involved, that w e must 
put ourselves in Britain's shoes. N everthe­ 
less. because of England’s close juxtaposi- 
Ition to Europe, and easy bombing range 
I from Russia, he— and the others— did not 
j w ant A-bombs manufactured in England. 
The solution may be more exchange of 
■ information, plus joint production in Can- 
| ada. 
Note — Some critics inside the Truman

But if an y epitaph is needed for 
him this one would be true: He 
w ro te well an d 
he 
th o u g h t 
in 
term s of people. 
His opinions had life and feel­ 
ing. C o m p ared w ith so m e su p rem e 
court opinions that 
hav e 
been 
h a n d e d down, his w e r e clear and 
easy to read. 
It is easy for a man, elevated to 
the great em inence of th e su p rem e 
court, to grow far a w a y from peo ­ 
ple and think of abstract princi­ 
ples. 
M u r p h y kept his eyes on h u m a n 
beings. He had groat concern for 
the rights of individuals. 
This, perhaps, sums up his phil­ 
osophy as well as anything: 
“The im m u tab le rights of the 
individual, including those secured 
by th e due process clause of the 
Fifth 
am endm ent, 
belong 
not 
alone to the m e m bers of those n a ­ 
tions th a t excel on the battlefield 
or th a t subscribe to the d e m o ­ 
cratic ideology. 
“ T hey belong to every person in 
t h e world, victor and vanquished, 
w h a t e v e r m ay be his race, color 
or beliefs. They rise above any 
status of belligerency or o u tla w ­ 
ry. 
“T h ey survive an y pop u la r pas­ 
sion or frenzy of th e m o m e n t. No 
court or legislature or executive, 
not even th e mightiest a r m y in 
th e world, can ever d estroy them. 
“ Such is the universal and in ­ 
destructible n a t u re of the rights 
w h ich the F ifth a m e n d m e n t r e ­ 
cognizes and protects w h en life or 
lib erty is 
threatened 
by 
virtue 
of the authority of 
th e 
United 
States.” 
He w ro te that in a caustic dis­ 
sent w h e n a m a jo rity of the s u ­ 
p r e m e court upheld a U. S. A rm y 
com mission’s death sentence for 
th e captured 
Ja p a n e se 
General, 
T om oyuki Yamashita. in 1946. 
The W ashington 
Post, 
which 
discussed M u r p h y ’s place in s u ­ 


prem e court history, acknowledges 
his concern tor the rights ol in­ 
dividuals but 
th inks he falls a 
good deal short of greatness. It 
says: 
“ In spite of his devotion to the 
cause of civil rights and his h u ­ 
m a nita rian spirit, M u r p h y can not 
be regarded as one of th e great 
m en cl the A m eric an judiciary. 
“ His special talent was n ot that 
of the judge but. that of th e c r u ­ 
sader. and his record might well 
have been m o re notable if he had 
not a t te m p te d 
to 
reconcile 
his 
h u m a n ita ria n is m w ith 
a 
judicial 
robe.” 
I t ’s p ro b a b ly too soon to call 
the shot on M u rp h y . He w as cer­ 
tainly sensitiv e to the times he 
lived in w h e n th e m aintenance of 
civil rights eve ry 
day 
becomes 
more of an issue. 
H e’ll b e quoted from time to 
time for y ea rs by lawyers, which 
is ab out th e best legal im m ortali­ 
ty a justice can hope for although 
the passing years a re unlikely to 
tu rn h im into a giant like Justice 
Holmes. 
References to h im am ong la y ­ 
men will grow infrequent in a few 
months. Most of th e m within a 
couple of years probably will for­ 
get th e y e a r in w h ic h he died. 
A nd in a few years m o re his 
nam e most likely will slip out of 
the m e m o ry of th e big m ajo rity of 
living Americans.

Soviet 
patriotism and discredit the re­ 
gime that concealed 
them, 
the 
paper said. 
Further, said Trud, they 
will 
combat the “repulsive disease” of 
“sycophancy 
before 
bourgeois 
culture.” 
(“Sycophancy” 
is 
defined by 
Funk and Wagnall’s dictionary as 
“base flattery.”) 
Trud charged that Russian land­ 
owners and capitalists wanted to 
help western capitalists encourage 
the view that Russia was a back­ 
ward country which must remain 
dependent 
on 
western Europe. 
Therefore, says the paper, they 
uppres od news of scientific ad­ 
vances in Russia. 
Now, 
Trud 
declared, a list ct 
these inventions has become an 
effective means 
of 
combatting 
“cosmopolitanism” and theories of 
“Anglo-Saxon superiority,” w hirl 
the paper called dangerous wea­ 
pons of Anglo-American warm on­ 
gers. 
It gave its explanation of tho 
recent rash of Russian claims to 
scientific “firsts” in response to a 
question from a reader.

n ny achievements in fields not 
hitherto covered 
by 
previously 
pul ii lied claims.
